E NEVER, quite accurately appraise the things we say. Most of us 
say things at the moment, without considering their import. 
We usually express our opinions with the utmost frankness, but at 
times this habit is apt to bring regret to us. A friend told me the other 
day of an incident where he had freely expressed his opinion of a certain 
woman to a man he had just met—and it proved that he had said some 
very unkind things about the mother of the man to whom he was talking. 
It is always a safe rule to say nothing of anybody unless we can say 
something good. We all have a right to our opinions, but there are times 
when those opinions should be kept to ourselves. 
Strange as it may seem, we usually criticize faults in others that are 
very glaring in ourselves. Perhaps that is because we know these faults 
so well, having lived with them for long. 
Genuineness is the uppermost quality in all human beings. 
I can 
easily forgive many faults in my friend just so long as he is genuine and 
sincere. Those are traits that should be forever talked about. I know 
of no one who has perfect qualities. 
The things we say live long. A mean, or rash statement, or something 
expressed in anger that we really did not mean, may live long after every­ 
thing has been forgiven. Words leave scars! 
I have a friend who never seems to tire of saying nice things about 
people. No matter how he is stirred to say something that might agree 
with his questioner, he will not say a mean or unkind thing about another. 
We all admire the one who will defend a friend, even when that 
friend may have been at great fault. Life isn’t very long at the best. 
In my newspaper I read a page of tributes the other day to a very 
useful person who died, and whom I knew. They came from people of 
low and high estate. And at the funeral there were floral tributes from 
scores of friends who loved the departed one. I couldn’t help but wish that 
such a demonstration of affection could have been given that person in 
life. Why do we wait until our friends are gone to pay tributes? 
The things we say each day are so very important. How happy it 
makes us all to say true and genuine things about those vvhLm we love.
